But to illustrate the point we m ake, 
ct us refer to the job of m oving the 
boiler? from the old to the new* water

upon 
agreement with the city. 
The contract was made in A ugust,

November. Progress at the plant was 
flower than had been anticipated, aud 
by fault of the city Mr. G ranke’s 
work ran well into 1914. 
In May, of

failure in

need to go much farther in this di- 
! rection. 
But those changes result frequent­

ordered life.

Our schools, our teachers and our 
parents are em phasizing as never be­ 
fore the m aterial side. A murder is 
com m itted in our city; robberies oc- 
i cur nightly; a youth of eighteen and 
a young man of twenty are found 
J guilty.

Steal va Iron. 
For some purpose iron Is to be 
preferred to steel and vice versa. To 
easily distinguish one from the other, 
make a bright spot on the metal with 
a file or sand paper and apply a single 
drop of nitric acid. 
Allow It to re­ 
main for one or two minutes and wash 
or wipe off. 
If the spot hee a. pale 
ashy appearance it is wrought iron; 
if it is a brownish black, it is steel; 
if a deep black, it is cast iron.

theoretically an Independent country, 
the actual sovereignty of the Teher­ 
an government is limited to the cen­ 
tral part of the country. 
Russia 
and England a few years ago, joint­ 
ly dismembered the rest of the coun­ 
try. 
England took 
the 
southern 
area, with its partial control of the 
Persian gulf and Russia established 
herself as the param ount power in 
the northern provinces. 
If the war ends with the Turks 
still in possession of northern Per­ 
sia, it will be as much to England’s 
interest a© to Russia’s to see that tbs 
peace conference buy the Turk* off. 
There is thus an added incentive now 
to urge the allies on to Constanti­ 
nople.
